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There being then ſo great a difference, it 
is not thy will, O Lord, that our bo- 
dies ſhould be caſt out, as the bodies of 
beafts, to become dung for the Earth, or 
that our bones ſhould lie-ſcattered abroad 
ts the fight of: the Sun; But that, when 
thy.

For even ſo from the beginning, we 
find that the holy Patriarch Abraham, 
the Father of the Faithful, would not 
bury his dead in the Common Fields, 
nay nor among the bodies of Hethites, who 
were heathen men; but purchaſed a Bu- 
rial- place by himſelf from them in the: 
plain of Mamre, which beeame as it 
were the Church- yard of the Patriarchs- 
for therein he laid the dead body of Sa- 
rah his Wife, and dying was himſelf laid 


By. 
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by her: Therein Iſaac alſo, and Rebecca 
after, and after them Jacob and Leah were 
After this manner in old time did the 
holy Patriarchs, who truſted in God, ſever 
themſelves places of Burial: whoſe chil- 
dren we are as long as we do but their 
works, and walk inthe ſteps of their moſt 
holy faith. Enſuing then the ſteps of 
the faith of our father Abraham, We for the 
ſame purpoſe have made choice of this 
ſame place where we now are, that it 
may be as the Cave of Mamre; even God's 
ſore-houſe for the bodies of ſuch our Bre- 
thren and Siſters to be laid up in, as he 
ſhall ordain hither, here to be interr'd, 
there to reſt in the ſleep of peace, till the 
laſt Trump ſhall awake them: for they 
ſhall awake and riſe up that ſleep in the 
duſt , for thy dew ſhall be as the dew 
of herbs, and the Earth ſhall yield forth 
md. © 
We beleech thee, good Lord, to accept 
this work of ours in ſhewing mercy to the 
Dead; and mercifully to grant that they 
whoſe bodies ſhall be here beſtowed, and 
we all, may never forget the day of the
